viceable. In the first place, it 
may be said that the common name 
of the ailment is a misnomer, as 
there is practically no fever ac- 
companying it. It is a partial 
paralysis, and is properly named 
parturient apoplexy, or parturi- 
ent paresis, and is generally the 
result of milking the udder empty 
too soon after calving. It has been 
noticed that, in the case of cows 
calving on the range, where the 
calf does the milking from the first, 
and takes but a lictle at a time for 
days, milk fever is 
unknown. The same is true, as a 
rule, in the case of the beef breeds, 
where the cows are allowed>to 
nurse the calves. The content of 
the udder at calving is colostrum, 
a very different substance from 
norma! milk, a substance which is 
intended by naturv for a specific 
purpose—the moving of the bowels 
of the calf—and this, if suddenly 
removed, causes 4 collapse of the 
tissues and glands, causing a para- 
lysis of the systesn. In proof of 
the correctness of this theory, it 
is only necessary to recall that, 
it, numerous cases, where the cows 
had been down, and unconscious for 
hours, and even days, the simple 
filling of the udder with air has re- 
stored them to health, without the 
‘help of any medicine, And in cr- 
dinary cases a complete cure has 
been effected within two or three 
hours. Prevention is, of course, 
better than cure, and if the calf 
is taken from the cow, to be raised 
| by hand, the udder should be only 
partially milked out for the first 
jthree days. It is better for the 
calf that it be allowed to suck for 
that time, but not necessary if the 
dam’s new milk be given it in small 
quantity, and warm. There is 
very little danger of the»udder be- 
ing spoiled by nature's provision 
for the occasion, the colostrum 
contained, It will be noticed, 
that, when in such case the udder 
is very large and caked, it is cold, 
and gives no symptoms of fever, 
and, by oiling and rubbing it, the 
caked condition usually gives way 
in the course of a week or two,

|Furthermore, it is seldom, if ever, 
that milk fever occurs in the case 
of a caked udder. It rarely occurs 
in the case of a heifer with her 
first calf, and seldom in a cow 
younger than four years, Tha 
proper course, therefore, is to 
prevent the trouble by partial 
milking for three or four days. 
And if this precaution has been 
neglected, and the ailment occurs, 
a bicycle pump, or a rubber-bulb 
| syringe with a teat tube, disinfect- 
ed by immersion in boiling wattr, 
should be used to fill each quarter 
{full of air, tying the teats with 
tape, and massaging the udder with 
the hands to force the air up inte 
the system. A bicycle pump is the 
{most effective, a3 it does the work 
| quickly and thoroughly. Do not 
jallow dosing with medicine, as, 
when paralyzed, the cow cannot 
| swallow, and the medicine will al- 
'most surely to go into the windpipe 
jand lungs, surely causing death. 
{Hundreds of valuable cows have 
been killed by dosing under such 
| circumstances. The use of pure 
loxygen or sterilized air for filling 
jthe udder is doubtless safer than 
leommon air, but if care is taken 
|iu disinfecting the milk tube, and 
| gently placing it in the teat, there 
'1s very little risk of damage to the 
|udder.—Farmer’s Advocate.

day by special messenger from the 
General Post Office, and special ar- 
rangements exist for sorting and 
clearing the letters for his Majesty, 
says London Answers. 

The first letter-bag is delivered 
at Buckingham Palace at 7 a.m., 
which is at once taken in hand by 
two clerks of the Household, and 
the mail is divided into two classes 
—private and official, all letters 
not marked private being included 
in the latter class. 

They are then sent up to be dealt 
with by Lord Knollys and the as- 
sistant private secretaries. Each 
letter, as it is opened, is impressed 
with a rubber stamp bearing the 
Royal crown, and initialled by the 
secretary who opens it. The name 
and address of the writer, and the 
business which each letter refers 
to, is entered in the daily-letter 
book, and the entire correspond- 
ence then sorted into two classes, 
termed home official and foreign 
official. Letters which do not come 
under either denomination—such as 
begging-letters, letters seeking the 
King’s patronage for various chari- 
table enterprises, letters from in- 


f) ypumerable ‘‘cranks,’’ and others of 


‘@ like character—are sorted into a 
separate class, termed miscellane- 
ous correspondence, R 
«‘PERSONAL” AND “PRIVATE.”’ 

All these, together with the un- 
opened correspondence marked 
private, are then sent to the King’s 
private writing-room before eleven 
o'clock, at which hour his Majesty, 
with Lord Kuollys, usually goes 
through the letters. 

Letters of a purely personal 
character, from intimate friends, 
his Majesty replies to himself. 

Not included in the regular mail 
delivery are the despatches daily 
sent to his Majesty from the Treas- 
ury, Home, and Foreign Offices. 


ae» These are enclosed in a square, red 


leather case, with a white enamel- 
~*~ led tablet, bearing the words, 
“From the Treasury’’—or whatever 
the office may be—‘‘to his Majesty 
the King.’’ Only the chief of the 
office it is sent from and the King’s 
rivate secretary, into whose hands 
it is always personally delivered, 
can unlock the case. 
The mails ‘that arrive at Bucking- 
ham Palace throughout the day are 


sorted and classified in the manner 
already described as they come in, 
but they are not dealt with or seen 
by the King until the following 
morning, unless they contain mat- 
ter of extreme urgency. 


BY KING’S MESSENGER. 


When the King is absent from 
London, the letters are sent in the 
usual manner to Buckingham Pal- 
ace from the General Post Office, 
and taken by special messenger 
twice a day to wherever the King 
may be staying. his applies, how- 
ever, only to official correspond- 
ence; letters marked ‘‘Private’’ 
are despatched in a_ special bag 
from the General Post Office direct 
to his Majesty. ‘There is one way 
in which letters addressed to the 
King are treated differently from all | 
other mail matter. They are al- | 
ways sent to the General Post | 
Office in London, and pass through 
no other distributing centre. 

When his Majesty is abroad, a 
King’s Messenger is sent once a 
day wherever the King may be with 
the mails delivered at Buckingham 
Palace. They are opened and sort- 
ed before being sent from the Pal- 
ace, and any letters on urgent mat- 
ters are telegraphed. 

At whatever place the King may 
be staying, it is always connected 
with the nearest telegraph-office by 
specially-laid wire, so that  tele- 
graphic despatches for his Majesty 
are delivered practically the instant 
they are received, 

No letter, of course, written by 
the King or Queen need be stamped, 
nor need any letter written by a 
member of the Royal Household on 
their Majesties’ business have a} 
stamp; but it is a strict rule that 
members of the Household must 
stamp their private letters,

The | 
lives of famous men, and even wo- 
men, of the last two centuries, how- 
ever, seem to furnish striking 
evidence that there is a very strong 
link between genius and insanity. | 
And even in cases when actual in- | 
sanity was not apparent, there are | 
many instances of geniuses who 
suffered from a variety of ills and 
disorders which in reality were 
symptoms of brain disease. 

SUFFERINGS OF NOVELISTS. ; 

Charles Dickens, it is well known, 
as he advanced in years, suffered 
from sleeplessness, gout, incipient 
paralysis, and loss of memory, and 
ultimately died in fifty-eight from 
effusion of blood upon the brain. 
Wilkie Collins was such a sufferer 
from nerves that he was accustom- 
ed to take laudanum in immense 
doses. Thackeray died suddenly at 
fifty-two, and for the last fourteen 
years of his life was continually 
ailing, and subject to certain pain- 
ful spasms. 

Charles Lamb was confined to a 
mad-house for six weeks about his 
twentieth year, the period at which 
he wrote most of his sonnets, and 
all his life was subject to stammer- 
ing, violent headaches, and was 
constitutionally nervous and timid. 
Edgar Allan Poo more than once at- 
tempted or threatened to commit 
suicide while under delusions of 
persecution, and George Sand con- 
fessed that she also at times felt 
tempted to take her own life . 


STRANGE HALLUCINATIONS.

The homesteader is required to 
pertorm the homestead duties under 
ove of the following plans; 

(t) At least six months’ resid- 


ence upon and cultivation of the 
land in each year for three years. 

(2) A homesteader may, if he 
so desires, perform the required 
residence duties by living on farm- 
ing laud owned solely by him, not 
less than eighty (80) acres in ex- 
tent, in the vicinity of his home- 
stead Joint ownership in land 
will not mect this requirement. 

(3) If the father (or mother, if 
the father is deceased) of a home- 
steader has permanent residence 
on farming land owned soley by 
him not less than eighty (80) acres 
n extent in the vicinity of the 
homestead, or upon a homestead 
entered for by him in the vicinity, 
such homesteader may perform his 
own residence duties by living with 
the father (or mother). 

(4) The term ‘‘vicinity’’ in the 
two preceeding paragraphs is defir- 
ed as meaning not more than nine 
iniles in a direct line, exclusive of 
the width of road allowances cross- 
ed in the measurement, 

(5) A homesteader intending to 
perform his residence duties in ac- 
cordance with the above while liv 
ing with parents or on farming land 
owned by himself must notify the 
Ageut for the district of such in- 
tention, 

Six months’ notice in writing | 
must be given to the Commissioner | 
of Dominion Lands at Ottawa, of 
ntention to apply for patents,
